Canadian’ : 
Place Names 


A Mosak of History Written in 
Geographical Titles 


Canada has always afforded a rich 
field for “the study of place names. 
With suchia variety of backgrounds. 
furnished by Indians and by settlers 
from many different countries, sits 
a mosaic of its his- 
tory. The patient student finds much 
to reward him and to simulate his 
interest in a pursuit as fascinating 
as old prints or rare books. There} 
is little of a popular nature on the! 
subject in book fotm, Gardiner’s! 
“Nothing But Names,” being a_sort 
of standard, and itself containing! 
enough information for almost 2a 
year’s study. 

Another source : for the .student 
comes in the fifteenth annual report 
of the Geographic Board of Can- 
ada, containing decisions for two 
years affecting several thousands of 
names in various parts of the coun- 
try. This board settles disputes in 
names and spelling, and in its de- 
cisions gives some description for 
the object, and usually the origin, 
of the name. It is in the latter that 
most interest will be found, for it 
mirrors much of the history of the 
country for a century or more. Here 
are shown little tendencies of the 
times, sometimes: irony, often pride 
worthy and national, sometimes ¢x- 
tremely local.

Labor Saving Devices Just as Essen- 
tial in the Home as in the Field 


We men of the farm are too prone 
to look only to the lightening of our 
own work in the fields and about 
the barns and granaries. We pro- 
vide ourselves with riding tools . for 
the fields, with manure spreaders, lit- 
ter carriers for the barns, grain’ -ele- 
vators for the granaries and systems 
of water works that put the water 
just where we want it. In the house, 
where woman’s work is done, too 
oftén there has not been: a hew 
thing added that makes.work easier 
since the household was established. 
Many times a desire to ecoénomize 


on the part of the woman herself 
makes this condition frequent. The 
good wife thinks her husband needs 


all his new tools and equipment in 
order'to make money, while she feels 
that inasmuch as her part of >the 
work is not exactly the producing 
end she should get along with what 
she has, or rather, what she has not.

Jupiter is far the Jargost. of the 
planets, (Diameter. 84,000 miles), It 
is larger, indeed, than all the others 
combined, How appropriate that this 
mighty sphere should have such 4 
name! But is it not strange that 
Venus, which looks so mich brighter 
was not in prestatistical days Called 
Jupiter? Probabiy Venys was named 
first because of its greater briltiancy 
and in virtue of its conspicuous 
beailty received the name of ‘the 
charming goddess, after. which _ the 
only, name worthy of the great planet 
we are now considering was that ot 
the father of the gods. - 

Jupiter resembles the sun and Sat- 
urn in the fact that it is not solid at 
its surface. lts equatorial regions, 
like theirs, float somewhat freely ov- 
er the deeper layers of its. body. 
,.Seasons are absent from Jupiter’s 
year, which is equal to about twelve 
of'ours. The Jovian day is less than 
ten ‘hours, or about.twenty minutes 
less than the day of Saturn, Bodies 
weigh about two and a half times as 
much as on the earth and 20 per cent. 
more at the poles than at the equa- 
tor.

| Food Conservation | 


What the United States Government 
--Ie-Asking: of Its People 


The manner by which food can be 
saved is as simple as the need of 
saving our food and is as obvious. 

The government asks every citizen 
to have one wheatless day each week 
and one wheatless meal each day. 
The wheatless day selected is Wed- 
nesday. Wheatless means the climi- 
nation of all wheat products, wheth- 
er in bread, cereal, or the familiar 
and nourishing dish of the Italian— 
spaghettL aie 

The gavernment asks every citizen 
to have one meatless day each week 
and one meatless meal: cach day of 
the week. The meatless day selected 
by the government is Tuesday. Mr. 
Wi h-Cost-of-Living . will ‘doubtless 
add many other meatless dave to the 
schedule of the average citizen, A 
meatless meal or a meatless day fs a 
meal or a day on which no beef, 
pork, mutton, veal or lamb, and no 

reserved meat, such as beef, bacon, 

Peds or lard, is consumed. - 
’ The govern...ent has recently ad- 
ded to its wheatless and: meatless 
schedule a special day dedicated _ to 
the protection of his Males King 
Pig. On, Saturday pig in all forms 
is tabooed, whether it appears on the 
table as breakfast bacon, chopa = or 
cold slices of ham. Doughnuts and 
all other products fried in lard come 
equally under the ban. ; 

The last great food staple which 
must be conserved, if we are to win 
the war, is sugar. The government 
expects there will be enough sugar 
available to supply every household 
in the Wiuntty -on a basis of. three 
pounds of sugar for each person per 
month, This is the maximum. If we 
can get along. with less by the sub- 
stitution of syrups not made__ with 
sugar, so much the better. Gifts of 
candy, even though made with the 
most romantic of purposes in the 
world, should be looked upon with 
suspicion. Coffee--and—tea are still 
potable liquids, even though they do 


not contain-three lumps of sugar per 
cup. 

And there is another class of peo- 
ple. besides the dwindling number of 
those who are declining to save who 
are also helping to defeat the pur- 
pose of the food administration—and 
the United States and its allies. 

These people not only save, but 
‘they. save too much. But they save 
not by using’ food. products wisely, 
but by keeping them out of general 
use. The food hoarders are those 
who buy more foodstuffs than they 
customarily keép at home in time of 
peace: The government does not ask 
us to go hungry; it only asks us to 
eat those. things which cannot be 
shipped abroad. When we think of 
what our allies have suffered for the 
past three years, the government's 
demand that. we sacrifice some of 
our ease and convenience is almost 
too small a sacrifice to come under a 
reasonable definition of that word.
